The meeting of the ratepayers and 
the council last Friday evening was 
well attended, there being from twen¬ 
ty to thirty ratepayers present.

DOCTORS’ FEES

Mr. Montgomery, the member 
for Wetaskiwin, declares that 
doctors have been charging outrag¬ 
eous fees and calls upon the legisla- 
ture^to fix these. This is hardly fair 
to the profession as a whole. It is 
the experience of most people that 
those who overcharge are in a min¬ 
ority. 

As for having,^^|ixed fee, that 
would put an end to the system by 
which a doctor varies his charges ac¬ 
cording to a patient’s circumstances. 
Most of us would be woise off if this 
system were abandoned. The doc¬ 
tor’s work is different from that o. 
other people. If he refuses to treat 
an urgent case on the ground that 
he cannot see where the money in 
payment is coming from, ,we de¬ 
nounce him and quite rightly. There 
are very few doctors who fail to an¬ 
swer such a call,"regardless of what 
there is in it for themselves. 

The result is that a large part of 
a man’s practice brings him in noth¬ 
ing. Other cases, where patients are 
in poor circumstances, bring him in 
little. Is he to be blamed that if 
when he knows a man well-to-do, he 
makes out his bill accordingly. 

A person of a severely logical turn 
of mind might argue against the 
system. But it jvorks out fairly in 
most cas«f. It is in keeping with

The reappearance of the influenza 
epidemic in Alberta fixes upon the 
public the responsibility of precau¬ 
tion* There is no need for anyone 
to grow panicky about it or to rush 
to unnecessary restrictions. But 
the situation does require a propor¬ 
tion of commonsense and care. If 
that as a general rule is carried out 
there will be no need for the wear¬ 
ing of masks and the closing down 
of public places. The previous epi¬ 
demic showed that many of the re¬ 
strictions taken were so much time 
wasted, and medical opinion in the 
United States is to the effect that 
the closing down of the schools dur¬ 
ing the ‘flu did . little or no good in¬ 
asmuch as children with no school 
to go to resorted to other means of 
congregation. In fact, the only ad¬ 
vise that can be given is that the in¬ 
dividual exercise his own care and 
moral responsibility in preventing, as 
far as possible, the spread of the in¬ 
fluenza either in his own or any other 
family. The situation must be treat¬ 
ed sanely and with due precaution.

Responsibilities of the Committee: 

1. Select the schools to beancluded.

The Childrens’ Bureau of theU.S. 
Department of Labor has published 
some interesting findings on the effect 
of this lack of supervision Out of 
one hundred and eighty-five children 
who were guilty of delinquency, only 
about thirteen were mentally defi¬ 
cient, it was found that these normal¬ 
ly bright children were led into 
trouble because of "lack of opportun¬ 
ity for moral and mental training for 
recreation, and lack of variety of in¬ 
teresting occupations with promising 
futures.” 

Few normally bright children de¬ 
liberately go wrong. Idleness is one

IS WORTH $1,000 


That is Finding of Mr. Justice Stuart 
in Supreme Court Case 


Trees on farms are valuable. 

Such is the finding of Mr. Justice 
Stuart of the Supreme Court of Al¬ 
berta in the recently tried case in the 
Supreme Court here of Pawson vs. 
Tangye. The plaintiff was the own¬ 
er of a farm at Coaldale upon which 
a grove of growing trees was situa- ' 
td; he rented it to the defendant, 
Tangye, and Tangye permitted stock 
to injure the trees. Judge Stewart 
in his decision found the defendant 
was liable in the sum of $1,000. S. 
S. Dunham and A. E. Dunlop, K.C., 
represented the plaintiff, and R. An¬ 
drew Smith represented the defend¬ 
ant. 

An interesting feature of this case 
was the evidence of Arch. Mitchell, 
who stated that while he was in the 
employ of the Dominion Government 
inquiries were sent to each farmer 
who had planted trees under the su¬ 
pervision of the Dominion service 
asking what they considered the in¬ 
creased value of their farms were 
by reason of their groves and no far¬ 
mer reported the value of his grove 
at less than $1,000, and many said 
more than that amount. 

This should be interesting to our 
farmers in planting trees even from 
the strictly monetary value to the 
land. —Lethbridge Herald.
